From  Pastor  Randy  Scheil — Stonebridge  Church 

Pastor  Millard  has  blazed  new  ground  for  the  gospel  in  this  very  hardened  area  of  the  world.   In 
Germany,  less  than  1%  are  Christians  so  there  are  very  few  churches.  However,  Pastor  Bernard  has 
gathered  all  the  pastors  and  Christian  leaders  in  the  area  for  city  building  and  the  Lord  is  doing 
amazing  things  there. 

The  Berlin  Wall  was  erected  in  the  night  of  August  13,  1961.  Martin  Kolczyk  woke  up  to  a  new  Berlin, 
a  divided  Berlin.  In  1989  the  wall  came  down.  A  little  known  fact — many  Christians  were  involved  in 
demonstrations  that  helped  bring  the  wall  down. 

In  Chemnitz  there  was  very  little  vitality  in  Christianity.   Randy  Scheil  visited  Pastor  Millard  in  October 
of  2006  and  saw  first  hand  the  difficulties  that  were  facing  Christians  in  Chemnitz.  Randy  visited  again 
in  April  of  2010  and  found  a  marked  difference.  Pastor  Millard  had  reached  out  to  other  Pastors  in  the 
area,  across  denominational  lines,  and  they  had  linked  up  in  Prayer  Rings.  As  they  prayed  over  a  four 
year  period  they  saw  20  satanic  groups  holding  witch  fires  steadily  drop  until  they  were  non-existent. 
They  are  constantly  encountering  Neo-Nazism,  atheism  and  other  'isms.' 

Through  prayer,  they  have  experienced  growth  and  favor  with  God  and  man!  They  hosted  a  pro-Christ 
event  associated  with  the  Billy  Graham  Association  that  was  broadcast  all  over  Europe.  In  August  they 
rented  a  former  Nazi  church  building  to  hold  a  city-wide  prayer  event.  These  are  just  two  examples  of 
what  Pastor  Bernard  will  be  speaking  about. 

I  am  certain  he  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  our  area  pastors  and  leaders.  These  German  evangelicals 
have  survived  the  Nazi's  and  Communism.  They  have  much  to  teach  us  about  working  together  and 
perseverance  for  Kingdom  purposes!  He  is  a  pioneer  in  building  city  wide  partnerships  in  the  former 
Communist  "Karl  Marx  City."  They  call  it  the  "prayer  ring."
